After tiffin, the Esmeralda passed quite 
close to the fleet. All the ships. were 
blenched by the powder and smoke 
begrimed, bearing abundant traces of the 
regent action; but none of them showed 
lany sign of havingbeenstruck, The crews 
wore lying about the poops and upper decks 
in overy attityde suggestive of exhaustion. 
Whilet we were anchored near the American: 
flagehip, the Concord: steamad across, and 
steeréd ‘through the flest. The. crews 
sprang to their feet, aud cheered voci

Tt must have bean terrible work for the 
men between decks, especially for the 
stokers.

| the night, sending up inte the midnight sir 
a lurid'glare beside which all the other con- 
fagrations, with the exception of the Ar- 
seusl, seemed puny guttering rusblights. 
|The gradual destruction of the Arsonal was 
a long-drawn-out series of pyrotethnics, 
About eight o'clock a tromgadous explosion 
occurred, the flames ‘shooting up into the 
nirabout 100 foet, and many seconds after 
a lond thunderous roar tiavelled across tha 
Bay to where we wore lying peacefully at 
anchor. Jt was a fine spectacle, B torrible 
exemplification of the ‘disastrous effects of 
modern warfare. The Maine disaster had 
been ‘tersibly avenged.

HOW THE SHIPS ENTERED 
; MANILA BaY. | 
THE SCENE ON BOARD TILE 
 ” OLYMPIA.. 
CHAFFING THE NERVOUS ONES. 

I mn indebted to my friend Mr J. L. 
Stickney, the special correspoudent, of the 
Newe York Herald, for tlie following deserip- 
tion of the naval fight as witnessed by him- 
self from the Lridgo of the United States 
PHagship im ; 

Not one Spanish flag fies -in Manila Bay 
to-day ; nat one Spanish warship floats ex- 
cept as our prize. More than 200 Spanish 
dead and between 500 and 700 wounded at- 
test the accuracy of the fire from the Amo- 
riewn men-of-war. 

On Sunday lust, the 1st May, Commodore 
Dewoy attacked the Spanish position at Ca- 
vite, swept five times along tho line, and so- 
cured one of the must brilliant successes of 
modern times.” Tho fact that dur loss was 
trifling adds pleasure to the victory with- 
out detracting in the least frum its value, 
The number of times our ships were hit 
proves how brave and stubborn was. the 
Spanish defence, and it is therefore almost 
miraculous that none of bur men were killed 
and only seven wounded. 


Commodore Dower arrived of Manila 
Bay on Saturday uight, and decided to en- 
ter at once, All lights were extinguished, 
and with the flagship leading, the squadron 
entered tha Bocca Grande with the crews 
at. battle quarters. The following was the 
order that was maintained then aad during 
most of the’ battle :—Clympia, Baltemere, 
Raleigh, Petrel, Ooncord, Boston. It 
was a bright: moonlight night. The 
vessala orept along like silent ghosts, 
almost invisible to ‘each other, Not till 
the flagship was a mile beyond Corre- 
gidor Island was there a gun fired. Then 
one heavy chot went’ screaming over the 
Balsigh and the Olympia, follawed by a 
second further astern of the Rwleigh. The 
Raleigh, “Boston, snd Concérd: repliody the 
whol from the Concwrd exploding apparent 
ly in the shore battery, which firad no 
mor.

Commodore Dewey timed himself to ar- 
rive about five miles off Manila at day- 
break, and as day brose he observed thg 
Spanish squadron, under the command of 
Rear-Admiral Monitojo, anchored off Cavite

With United States ensigns dying at all 
tho mastheads, our ships moved forward tu 
attack in line akoad, a6 o apeed of eight 
knots.

The Concord replied 
to these batteriss with two shots only, as it 
was obvious we could not reply to. the fire 
of the Manila gund without sending death 
and dostruction into the crowded city, --As 
we drew nearer to Cavite, at six minutes past 
five o'clock, two yery powerful submiarinds 
mines exploded abead- of the Ohpnpia. 
‘Tho Spaniards had evidently. misjudged 
our position, so neither of the mines took 
effect. Commodores Dewey “had fought 
with Farragut on tho Micdissippt River and 
at Mobile, and hence did not allow. tor- 
pedoes to change his course. As no other 
mines exploded, it i believed the Spaniards 
hed only these two: in- positi 
minutes later, tha shore battery at Cavite 
Point sont over the. dagship a -shot:that 

arly hit the battery in Manila, but the 
guoners’soon got batter range, aod shell 


staff, Commander Lamberton, and hia side, 
and inyzelf, were on tha forward bridge, a8 
waa also Lieutenant, C. P.. Rees, the ex. 
ecutive oficer, aud Lioutenant C. G, Cal- 
kins, the navigator, whe conned the ship 


[in the most able manner throughout the 


whole of the action and gave the distances 
for.the guns. Captain Gridley, the com- 
manding officer of, tha Olympia, was in the 
conning tower, as it was considered un- 
safo. to run. the tisk of losing all the 
senior officers by-one shell. Lieutenant 
Mocs, the executive officer, controlled 
tho gun fire from, the forward bridge or sny 
other point where his.presence was ncoded. 
Lioutenant Brumby, of the Commodore's 
staff, was on the after hridgo in charge of 
the signals. - 
“*¥ou may fire when you're ready, Cap- 
tain Gridley,’ snid the Commodore, and at 
5.4] o'clock, at o-distanco of 5,000 yards, 
tho starboard 8-inch gun in the forward 
turret roared forth our compliments to our 
Spanish foes. Prescntly, the similar guns 
on board the Baltimore and the Besion sent 
their 250-pound shells hurtling toward the 
Caitilla and the Reina Cristina, The 
rauge was too great for accuracy. The 
Spuniards seemed to be eucouraged’ by this 
fact, and returned our fire with intercat. 
‘Their ships’ guns were firing ehorf, but the 
shore batteries wore making things hot for 
asi [ho piercing screams of shot which 
passed clos over our heads was varied by 
tho frequent bursting, almost in our faces, 
oftime-fuse shells, which would lash the. 
water like shrapnel or cut our byl! and 
rigging. yt . 
One large ghell that was coming straight 
for the Ulympia’s forward bridge fortunate- 
ly burst within less than one hundred foot 
away. Commodore Dewoy and Lieutenant 
Calkins were in the crow’s nesb at the time 
conning the ship. One fragment cut the 
rigging exactly over the heads of Comman- | 
dor- Lamberton, Lieutenant Rees, and my- 
self ; less than five feet away, another frag- 
ment struck the bridge gratings in Jine with 
us, and a third passed through two buckets 
and gouged a hols in thodeck. But inci- 
dents like this were common, Our men 
naturally chafed at being exposed to the 
Spanish fre without being allowed to reply 
‘from all the guns, but soon they began to 
laugh at the {danger. The extreme heat in 
this tropical climate had caused the seamen 
at the guns io atrip to trousers only, but 
even thus lightly attired they suffered 
severely from the heat.’ Having now 
faced the enemy's fire for fifteen minutes 


without being burt, the men besame' 


recklessly indifferent to it, ‘They chaffed 
in a good-humoured way the few ner 
Yous fyllowa who could not help dodging 
mechanically when s shell burst close 
aboard or would strike the water and 
“pas overhead with the peculiar—apattering 
roat that is made hy a: tumbling rifle: pro- 
jectile, Still the Olympia was stocrod for 
the centre of the Spanish line, and as most 
of our ghips were considerably astern of us 
Wé got most of the Spaniard’s attention. 
Owing to our deep draught, our Commodore 
felt constrained to change his course at a 
distance of 4,000 yards and run parallel to 
the Spanish column. As we bore away to 
starboard, he sald: ‘Open with ell the 


guns,’ end as the ship swung te bring her]. 


broadside to bear upon the enemy the roat 
of all har 5-in. rapid firera waa followad by" 
tho deep diapason of her turret € inchers. 

~The Sponish” ships, protected by the 
shore batteries and safe against close range. 
ditack. by reasen of tho shallow. water, 
were in a. btrang ‘position, and “were 
putting up a gallant fight. The smoke of 
our guns obscured our view, 20 that we 
contd not tell what amount of damage we 
wore inficting.. Our fire had been hot: 
The-Bpanigh ships were sniling backwards 
and forvards behind the Costilia, and their 
fire, too, was hot. One shot. struck the 
Baltimore, bab passed clean through her 
without doing “mich. dattage.. | Another 
fipped up her main deck, disabled a 6-inch 
guts, oxploded a box of Sipounder ammun- 
ition and woltndedeovennten. The Olympia 
vas struck by a shell sbreast the gun in 
the ward-room, but. the misaile burst cat- 
side doing little damage: to the ship. ‘The 
signal hallinrds were out from Lieatenant 
Bromby’as bands ss he was hoisting a signal 
from the after bridge. A abell entered the 
Boston's port. quarter ond burst.in the

The Spaniards replied very slowly, : snd

“Tho Spanish flag on the navy yard staif 
at Cavito was hailed down at 12.30 o'clock, 
and on the white flag being hoisted firing 
ceased. “A signal was mada to the Petrel by 
Commodore Dowey to destroy alt tho yessela 
in the inner harbour, and Lt. E. M. Hughes, 
with an armed boat’s crow, set-fire to the

Qn the day ho sailed from Mirs, 
Bay, tho Commeédore said he would fight 
the Spaniards on Sunday.: “Every detail of 
the atisck was cutlined to bis command- 
ing officers on Saturday afternoon, and the 
precision with which these plans were ex- 
ecuted reflecta equal credit on Commodore 
Dawey’s foresight and the afficiency of his

The Commodore closed the day by anchor- 

ing off Manila and sending word to the 
bombastic Gorernor-Goneral that the port 
“was blockaded, atid that if a shot was fired 
at the American fleet from the Manila bat- 
teries the city would be Inid.in sashes, A 
demand was algo made for a free use of the 
“gable to Hongkong. No reply was vouch- 
safed to. thia last demand, so the Com- 
modore sent the steamer Zusire down the 
Bay the next day with instructions to cut 
the cable, It is expected that upon obtain» 
ing an operator messages will -be worked 
‘through to Hongkong.
